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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 . Claims - 1 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Fraley 
(U.S. Patent 4,712,799). 

Regarding Claims 1 - 2, 4 - 6 and 8-9, Fraley discloses a demonstration 
display game machine and a method for a game machine including displaying a 
changing display screen on a display unit (col. 1, lins. 33 - 37), wherein said changing 
display screen corresponds to a presentation pattern which is stored on a storage unit 
and is determined from among a plurality of presentation patterns arranged in a 
predetermined presentation sequence in a presentation specifying table, based on 
predetermined conditions (col. 1 , lins. 59 - 62; where presentation patterns are reel 
game symbols, a predetermined presentation sequence is a sequence of reel game 
symbols designed to simulate a mechanical reel which is stored sequentially in memory) 
identifying a start pattern and a stationary pattern of said presentation pattern, based on 
a record of said presentation specifying table corresponding to said presentation pattern 
(col. 9, lins. 38 - 42; where starting and ending symbols are presentation patterns 
chosen before the start of play), successively displaying said changing display screen 
on said display unit using a control unit, wherein said changing display screen 
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corresponds to each successive presentation pattern in said presentation specifying 
table, based on the predetermined presentation sequence (col. 10, lins. 1-12; where a 
changing display scrolls through reel symbols stored in memory), and displaying the 
pattern designated by the start pattern designation at the start of the display of the 
changing display screen if a start signal has occurred (col. 9, lins 63 - 68) and 
displaying the pattern designated by the last stationary pattern designation at the end of 
the display of said changing display screen if play has stopped (col. 10, lins. 13-17). 

Regarding Claims 3 and 7, Fraley discloses a demonstration display method for 
a game machine including arranging the presentation sequence of the presentation 
specifying table stored in a storage unit for demonstratively displaying said changing 
display screen in accordance with a user defined demonstrating sequence (col. 9, Ins. 
13-26; col. 9, lins. 38 - 42; where a presentation specifying table stored in memory is 
used to generate a demonstrating sequence as described above, and where a user 
redefines a sequence to be displayed by initiating a SPIN routine which chooses start 
and end locations for a new demonstrating sequence to be shown), successively N 
displaying said changing display screen using a control unit starting from a presentation 
pattern designated from the plurality of presentation patterns (col. 10, lins. 1-12; where 
a changing display scrolls through reel symbols stored in memory). 

Response to Arguments 
2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 - 9 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
